It will in clude n o 
men tion of wh at must h appen even tually to all 
un organ ized citizen s in a society wh ose govern ­ 
men t is respon sible on ly to th e pressure of or­ 
gan ized blocs—an d respon sive to th ese blocs on ly 
because of th e votes th ey con trol, n ot because 
of an y in h eren t justice in man y of th eir policies 
an d practices. 


A Bridg e To Cro ss 
With full discussion of th e pen sion prin ciple 
In in dustry n ow assured, th ere even tually will 
be some overdue atten tion given to a n eglected 
aspect of th is growin g practice. 
Th e aspect was given some sudden legal at­ 
ten tion th is week wh en a Clevelan d judge ruled 
' th at certain employ es of Gen eral Electric Co., 
could n ot be disch arged from th eir jobs even 
th ough eligible to receive pen sion s. Th e judge 
reason ed th at th ere was a substan tial differen ce 
between retirin g on a pen sion an d bein g dis­ 
ch arged because of attain in g an age wh en pen ­ 
sion s were pay able. In oth er words, th e act of 
retiremen t on pen sion h ad to be volun tary , or 
it could n ot be called retfcemen t, th e judge ruled. 
A spokesman for th e un ion wh ich h ad bargain ed 
for th e pen sion s described th e rulin g as “a n ew 
prin ciple in labor law.” 
Th e employ es affected by th e rulin g are a 
small group—less th an a th ousan d. Un der pen d­ 
in g pen sion plan s, million s of employ es would 
be effected. From wh ere most of th em view pen ­ 
sion possibilities n ow, every th in g looks rosy . 
But it will dawn on th em as it h as dawn ed on 
th ose wh o h ave reach ed th e age wh en pen sion s 
become pay able th at th ere's vastly more to en d­ 
in g th eir workin g careers th an assuran ce of in ­ 
come. Men do n ot work to qualify th emselves for 
pen sion s but to attain h appin ess. Th e privilege 
of retirin g even with a pen sion is 
n ot alway s 
an un mitigated blessin g. Th e n ecessity of retirin g 
goes down h ard un der an y circumstan ces. 


As The Leav es Fall . 
Now is th e time to th in k of th e last rose of 
summer, fallin g leaves an d th in gs 
wh ich h ave 
passed in to limbo an d will be h eard of n o more 
un til th e rustle of sprin g. 
It is th e time, too, for meditation on th e pligh t 
of baseball man agers wh o didn 't win th e pen n an t. 
Come th e rustle of sprin g, man y of th em will be 
h eard from n o more. Like th e losin g 
football 
coach es wh o will join th em a little later, th ey ’ll 
be on th e lon g slide in to oblivion —un le« an 
acute sh ortage of sure-pop win n ers causes some 
of th em to be given an oth er ch an ce. 
On ly on e baseball team can win ; th ere are 
n o ties. Yet y ear after y ear th e man agers of all 
but a few 
of th e losin g teams must stretch th eir 
red n ecks across th e ch oppin g block an d wait 
for th e ax . Th is is as old as th e old Ch in ese cus­ 
tom of bin din g th e feet of girl babies an d h as 
about as much sen se to it. With th e permission 
of th e losin g man agers—an d even tually th e losin g 
coach es—man y of us will th in k about 
th em 
between n ow an d Ch ristmas. We will th in k th at 
th ere are lots of goofy way s to make a livin g, 
but bein g th e fall-guy for th e own ers of losin g 
ball clubs is th e goofiest. Th e h ours are good 
an d th e work is ligh t, but th ere's n o future in it. 


Tito '* Pro blem

th in gs to th in k about righ t n ow th an atomic 
bombs, wh ich may h elp th e Un ited States to 
balan ce some of its curren t perspectives.

Marsh al Tito h as proved to be fission able material 
with greater poten tialities th an uran ium or plu­ 
ton ium. 
He h as n ot broken with th e Commun ist party . 
Th at is th e key fact in th e break between Bel­ 
grade an d th e Kremlin . Tito claims th at h e, n ot 
Stalin , is th e true proph et of Commun ism. He 
claims th at Stalin an d h is associates in Moscow 
are imperialists wh o h ave aban don ed Commun ­ 
ists doctrin e for th eir n ation alist ambition s. He is 
ch arged, in turn , with bein g an imperialist, th e 
n astiest word in th e Kremlin 's vocabulary of 
abuse. Beh in d th e n ame-callin g is a grave an d 
fun damen tal isssue in th e Commun ist party . If 
th e ch ain reaction n ow racin g toward a climatic 


ex plosion coun tin ues, th e apparen tly solid fron t 
of th e in tern ation al con spiracy called Commun ­ 
ism will be cracked righ t down th e middle.

NEW YORK — (NEA)— The 
nation’s 
fire 
loss, 
which has 
soared more than 130 per cent 
in seven y ears, is expected to 
drop this y ear for the first time 
since 1942. 
As officials all over the coun­ 
try prepared for Fire Prevention 
Week, which begins Oct. 9, a pre­ 
liminary estimate by the Nation­ 
al Fire Protection Association fig­ 
ures the probable 1949 loss at 
$660,000,000, as against last y ear’s 
record peak of $725,000,000. 
The decrease, however, gave 
officials no cause to relax their 
fire prevention efforts. The 1949 
loss will still be more than 
double the $315,000,000 worth of 
property destroy ed by flames 
seven y ears ago. 
Percy Bugbef. general manag­ 
er of NFPA, which sponsors Fire 
Prevention Week, views the de­ 
cline as an indication more peo­ 
ple are becoming fire-conscious 
and are following standard rec­ 
ommendations f o r eliminating 
fire hazards.

Moines, la., which set out to see 
if the high record of roof fires, 


fifth-ranking fire hazard, could 
be curbed. 
In 1935, Des Moines put into 
effect a city building code pro­ 
hibiting future 
application 
of 
flammable roofing and requiring 
that asphalt shingles or other 
fire-resisting roofing be used. 
When the new code was pass­ 
ed, city records showed that 52 
per cent of all building fires in 
the preceding five y ears had 
be e n 
attributed 
to 
chimney 
sparks 
falling 
on 
flammable 
roofs. 
Today , by steady enforcement 
of the code, the record of fires 
from that same origin has drop­ 
ped to 11 per cent. 
“All major hazards would be 
as easy to eliminate as flam­ 
mable roofs,” say s Bugbee, “but 
unfortunately not all hazards 
can be fought successfully by 
legislation.” 
Carelessness among smockers, 
for instance, is one of the na­ 
tion’s top causes. 
“Most fires are due to human 
carelessness of one kind or an­ 
other,” Bugbee points out, “and 
there’s no way to write a law 
against that.”
